ing throng jammed that place, shout­ 
ing encouragement to speakers last 
night 
in greeting the speakers 
of 
Senator- Johnson, Borah and Mc­ 
Cormick. 
Senator Johnson left at noon for 
Indianapolis 
while Borah and Mc­ 
Cormick appeared to follow differ­ 
ent route-, confident that if the en­ 
thusiasm met in Chicago is continued, 
the senate xviii have complete back­ 
ing in making amendments and re­ 
servations to the treaty recommend­ 
ed by the foreign relations commit­ 
tee. 
“ I have heard of menplacing them - 
selves in the h a n d s of their creditors. 
But never have I heard o f a man 
placing himself in the hands of his 
debtors,” Senator Johnson told the 
vast throng as he explained what he 
believed the relation of the United 
State- and other powers to be under 
the league of nation-. 
‘‘The United 
States i- the greatest .-olvent power 
on earth and they ask us to enter 
into 
partnership 
with 
four 
bank­ 
rupts.” 
Such thrusts as this brought deaf­ 
ening cheering lasting minutes. 
And 
as Johnson progressed cheers swept 
in from the -treet. 
A crowd twice as 
big as that packing the auditorium 
was waiting there and as they left
